It  was  stated  in  the  report  of  last  year,  that  under  the 
construction  generally  given,  to  the  27th  section  of  the  act  of 
the  24th  of  February,  1806,  no  revenue  was  to  be  expected  from 
that  source ;  one  case,  however,  has  since  occurred,  in  which  the 
aggregate  returns  of  the  prothonatary’s  office  and  clerk  of  the. 
sessions,  both  held  by  the  same  person,  considerably  exceeded 
§  1,500  ;  the  legal  question  then  arose  :  Whether  under  the  law 
this  aggregate  was  to  be  taxed,  or  whether  the  fees  received  on 
each  must  not  exceed  g  1,500  before  they  could  be  taxed?  The 
case  was  stated  to  the  attorney-general,  and  the  opinions  of  other 
legal  gentlemen  were  also  had  on  the  subject,  and  they  all  united 
in  the  opinion,  that  the  fees  of  the  several  offices,  could  not  be 
consolidated  to  make  them  taxable.  This  puts  the  question  com¬ 
pletely  to  rest,  and  renders  it  unnecessary  that  I  should  publish 
the  returns  received. 
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Accounts  of  the  county  treasurers. 


Justice  to  the  gentlemen  who  act  as  treasurers,  requires 
that  I  should  state  the  situation  in  which  their  accounts  are  placed 
by  the  operation  of  the  act  of  the  1 1th  of  April,  1807.  The  third 
section  of  that  act  declares,  that  the  treasurers  shall  settle  then- 
accounts  annually,  and  points  to  the  latter  end  of  January,  or  the 
beginning  of  February  as  the  time  when  this  shall  be  done.  The 
fifth  section  directs  that  the  register-general,  shall  state  their  ac¬ 
counts  in  his  annual  report.  This  report  he  is  obliged  to  make 
early  in  December,  hence  it  is  obvious  that  much  larger  balances 
will  be  exhibited  against  many  of  them,  than  is  really  due.  Ex¬ 
onerations,  pay  to  militia  officers,  repairs  of  arms,  their  own  com¬ 
missions,  and  many  other  credits,  to  w'hich  they  are  justly  entitled, 
not  being  entered  on  the  account.
